way laws, especially with reference to 
speeding and lights. 
Captain Fun- 
ston replied and tendered the services 
of m ilitary police with motorcy cles if 
it was deemed advisab le. 
Some indi­ 
vidual directors ob jected to employ ­ 
ing the m ilitary arnj ^ f the govern­ 
ment in this m atter, particuarly as the 
chief violators and perhaps all the 
violators are civilians. Captain Fun- 
ston, who happened to b e passing, w'as 
called in and ex plained that the mili­ 
tary police would make no arrests b ut 
would take the numb ers of cars, report 
them to the civil authorities and ap­ 
pear in court as a witness. 
It was 
suggested that such a man m ight b e 
deputized b y the sheriff. 
A fter con 
siderab le discussion, 
during 
which 
many complained of the violations 
of the speed laws and the use of glar­ 
ing lights, failure to maintain lights 
on horse drawn vehicles and failure to 
keep lights b urning on autos standing 
in the streets at night. Judge Maloney 
stated that he would confer with the 
sheriff’s department with a view to 
seeing that the law is enforced re­ 
gardless of whomsoever the car may 
b elong to. Accordingly a motion was 
put and carried that the judge’s prop­ 
osition b e accepted and that if 
he 
found it necessary he sho^d b e au­ 
thorized to accept the offer of Captain 
f'unston.

Ferguson’s name was b rought into 
the trial when Attorney F. M. Ether­ 
idge of Dallas, representing the gov­ 
ernment, asked Brasw’ell if Bruhn did 
not tell him Ferguson got $25,000 of 
$28,750 which was paid to Bruhn Sept. 
25, last. 
“No, sir,” replied the witness. 


FOR NECESSARY EXPENSES. 
W itness said Bruhn told him the 
$28,750 was to b e used for necessary 
ex penses of the b usiness. 
Braswell said the total general ex ­ 
penses of the association in 1917 were 
$46,570.90. 
The general ex penses as 
shown on the report to the govern­ 
ment was $415,203.33. 
He testified that H. Bruhn w’as giv­ 
en a check for $4000 and charged to 
general ex pense. 
This was a part of 
the amount charged to general ex ­ 
pense on the income tax return, 
L, A. Adoue of Galveston, largest 
stockholder in the Lone Star associa­ 
tion, was given a check for $6000, wit­ 
ness said, and this also w'as charged to 
general ex pense.

to loan money to James E. Ferguson, 
then governor of Texas. 
He denied 
that the loans wTere made to influence 
legislation. 
Denial that Mr*,Ferguson received 
$25,000 from the Lone Star Breging 
association was made by E. J. Bras­ 
well, bookkeeper of the association. 
Ferguson’s name was brought into 
the trial when Attorney F. M. Ether­ 
idge of Dallas, representing the gov­ 
ernment, asked Braswell if Bruhn did 
not tell him Ferguson got $25,000 of 
$28,750 which was paid to Bruhn Sept. 
25, last. 
“No, sir,” replied the witness. 
FOR NECESSARY EXPENSES. 
Witness said Bruhn told him the 
$28,750 was to be used for necessary 
expenses of the business. 
Braswell said the total general ex­ 
penses of the association in 1917 were 
$46,570.90. 
The general expenses as 
shown on the report to the govern­ 
ment was $415,203.33. 
He testified that H. Bruhn was giv 
en a check for $4000 and charged to 
general expense. This was a part of 
the amount charged to general ex­ 
pense on the income tax return. 
L. A. Adoue of Galveston, largest 
stockholder in the Lone Star associa­ 
tion, was given a check for $6000, wit­ 
ness said, and this also was charged to 
general expense. 
Both this and the 
$4000 check were signed by Bruhn, 
the witness said. 
Braswell testified the Lone 
Star 
Brewing association gave the 
Gross 
National bank of San Antonio a note 
for $25,000 early in 1917. It was made 
out Jan. 2, 1917, and was due July 2, 
1917, and was paid April 30. Another 
note for $3750 was dated June 9, 1917. 
Both were signed by Bruhn, witness 
said. 
“BILLS PAYABLE ACCOUNT.” 
Braswell said there is no record of 
the notes on the “bills payable ac­ 
count” of the brewery association, in 
response to a question from Mr. Eth­ 
eridge. All other items are shown on 
the association’s books, he said. 
Ho 
explained that he had no record of 
the money being paid and did not en­ 
ter it on the books because “it would 
have thrown my books out of bal­ 
ance.” He added that he thought the 
$28,750 was used to take up those 
notes. 
No explanation was asked or 
made, regarding this transaction, he 
testified. 
Braswell denied Bruhn told him that 
any part of the $28,750 was used in 
local elections. 
On cross examination Braswell said 
he made out the income and excess 
profit returns for the brewing asso 
ciation. 
SAYS FRAUD EASY. 
In describing how he made up these 
returns, he said that the deputy in­ 
ternal revenue collector at San An 
tonio considered “extraordinary 
penses, if legitimate, a proper deduc­ 
tion and that the government would 
ask for a correction if it was not prop 
cr. 
Bruhn signed the report after “I 
talked with the deputy collector,” wit­ 
ness said. 
Asked by counsel if the items under 
discussion could not have been “cov­ 
ered up by fake charges” on the asso 
ciation’s books, Braswell said it would 
have been easy if any fraud had been 
intended. The returns w’ere made out 
exactly as in previous years, he added.

The new provisional government at 
Archangel which has assumed power 
“throughout the region of the north” 
is receiving the voluntary support of 
the village soviets in the country ad­ 
joining Archangel.

“NO TIM E TO BE 
HATING EACH OTHER.”

London, Aug. 3.— “This is no time 
to be hating each other for the love of 
God,” , exclaimed a Roman 
Catholic 
priest when a newcomer from 
the 
states remarked about his work in a 
Y'. M. C. A. hut in England. 
This re­ 
mark has gone up and down the Amer­ 
ican camps in France and England and 
typifies the spirit of Roman Catholics 
and Protestants alike in working for 
the common good of the 
American 
soldier. 
At a great rest camp in England 
w’here thousands of American troops 
are sent after landing to rest for six 
or seven days before going 
on 
to 
France, a man, who back home is a 
Presbyterian minister, may be heard 
urging Roman Catholic soldiers 
to 
make their confessions and go to mass. 
More than that he arranges for the 
priest to visit the camp, turns his of­ 
fice over for a confessional and pre­ 
pares the hut for mass at 9:30 on 
Sunday morning. 
This man is Rev. G. William Rus­ 
sell, who was assistant pastor of Beth­ 
lehem Presbyterian church, Philadel­ 
phia. 
Here is a typical example of 
how he looks a fter the spiritual w'el- 
fare of the Roman Catholics. 
It took 
place on a Friday evening. 
“How many of you are Roman Cath­ 
olics?” he asked of a crowd of sol­ 
diers gathered in a “Y’” hut. 
More 
than half of them raised their hands. 
“Men, I have arranged for Father 
Gile, an English chaplain, to come to­ 
morrow night to receive your conffs- 
sions. He will use my office. He will 
celebrate mass on Sunday morning at 
9:30 in this hut. 
Won’t you come? 
I am a Protestant but you men have 
just escaped the perils of the subma­ 
rine. 
Attend mass and then write 
home to your mothers or wives 
or 
sweethearts that one of 
the 
first 
things you did upon landing was to 
make your confession, attend mass 
and thank Crod for your safety. 
We 
have a Roman Catholic secretary here. 
If any of you want to meet him you 
may do so by asking for him.” 
Nearly every man attended 
mass 
and many called on Rev. Russell 
to 
thank him for giving them the op­ 
portunity to do so.

ficers in this W'ard are fine. We have 
a regular time. 
This is not a sick 
ward but a ward for broken bones. 
You will probably wonder how badly 
scared 1 was and the funny part 
to 
me, even when I knew I was falling, 
didn't cause the old yellow stuff to 
i-ush up. When the thing hit I crawled 
out of what was left of the plane, took 
off my gloves, helmet, etc., put my 
fingers in my mouth, straightened my 
jaws and then 
walked to a French 
farm house about a half mUe away. 
Some planes in the air sqw’ me fall 
and they beat it to camp for the am­ 
bulance, which hurried down to the 
American hospital, which was 
very 
nearby. 
It w'ould hardly be possible to get 
better attention. 
A captain who is 
big specialist on bone setting fixed 
my shoulder, another captain who is 
a famous eye man back home, fixed 
my eye and a lieutenant, who is a good 
dentist, fixed my jaw. 
Rather classy 
to have three specialists w’ork on ynu, 
n’est ce pas? 
In civil life my doctor 
bill would be a cool 100,000 beans, in 
the army—thank you! 
Some said after about the second 
day I would be nervous from 
the 
shock but that was all bull. 
There 
was no nervous shock but it was an 
aw’ful shock when I ran into old Moth­ 
er Earth. The height you fall doesn’t 
make any difference, it is the way 
you land and your standing w’ith the 
powers above. 
Laying all this hot air stuff aside, I 
am very thankful to be alive and real­ 
ly feel that I owe Him my life. 
It 
is not every day you can fall 2500 
feet and be up walking a few minutes 
later. 
It didn’t scare me then nor 
does it scare me now’. 
I shall be glad 
to get back flyng once more. The fail 
was my own fault and I learned a 
great deal in a very few minutes. You 
people must not worry, it will do no 
good. 
A medical captain was killed 
in his automobile yesteray when it 
turned over. 
When your time comes 
you must go and not before. 
I wish you could see some real fliers 
and with machines so small you think 
you could pick one up. 
'Tliey do real 
k u ff 50 and 100 feet off the ground 
judging the distance by feet and not 
by meters or yards. 
Some of them 
can make your hair stand up on the 
end. 
I went up with a Frenchman 
who had been on the front for 
28 
months. 
I don’t think we ever got 
higher than 300 feet hue he did some 
real flying and when you are close 
to the ground you get some sensation 
out of it and realize you have “some 
speed.”

We heartily endorse the 
administration of Governor William P.

brother, Dewitt Graham, describing 
a bad fall he had June 24. 
Excerpts 
from the letter follow: 
My "bad landing” consisted of a fall 
of 2500 feet. 
“ Some” fall, I would 
say. It broke a bone in my shoulder, 
my lower jaw on both sides and cut 
my eyelid three stitches w’orth. 
My 
face was about the size of a bucket 
for five or six days but now I am 
getting along fine. 
I run around the 
whole hospital 
at wall in bathrobe. 
This hospital is about one-fourth of 
a mile square—some place. My teeth 
are laced together and then tied to 
the upper ones and for a few weeks 
I shall live on eggnogs, milk, orange 
juice, thin soup, etc. 
We are treated fine here in the 
officers’ ward and it is b ad (?) to have 
good 
looking 
nurses 
around 
all 
the 
time. 
On 
the square 
the 
nurses 
are 
a 
fine, 
nice, 
clean, 
jolly bunch and 
the bunch of of­ 
ficers in this w’ard are fine. We have 
a regular time. 
This is not a sick 
ward but a ward for broken bones. 
You will probably wonder how badly 
scared I was and the funny part 
to 
me, even when I knew I was falling, 
didn’t cause the old yellow stuff to 
rush up. When the thing hit I crawled 
out of what was left of the plane, took 
off my gloves, helmet, etc., put my 
fingers in my mouth, straightened my 
jaws and then 
walked to a French 
farm house about a half mile away. 
Some planes in the air saw me fall 
and they beat it to camp for the am­ 
bulance, which hurried down to the 
American hospital, which was 
very 
nearby. 
It w’ould hardly be possible to get 
better attention. 
A captain who is 
big specialist on bone setting fixed 
my shoulder, another captain who is 
a famous eye man back home, fixed 
my eye and a lieutenant, who is a good 
dentist, fixed my jaw. 
Rather classy 
to have three specialists work on you, 
n’est ce pas? 
In civil life my doctor 
bill would be a cool 100,000 beans, in 
the army—thank you! 
Some said after about the second 
day I would be nervous from 
the 
shock but that was all bull. 
There 
w’as no nervous shock but it was an 
awful shock when I ran into old Moth­ 
er Earth. The height you fall doesn’t 
make any difference, it is the way 
you land and your standing with the 
powers above. 
Laying all this hot air stuff aside, I 
am very thankful to be alive and real­ 
ly feel that I owe Him my life. 
It 
is not every day you can fall 2500 
feet and be up walking a few minutes 
later. 
It didn’t scare me then nor 
does it scare me now’. I shall be glad 
to get back flyng once more. The fail 
w’as my own fault and I learned a 
great deal in a very few minutes. Yoe 
people must not worry, it will do no 
good. 
A medical captain was killed 
in his automobile yesteray when it 
turned over. 
When your time comes 
you must go and not before. 
I wish you could see some real fliers 
and with machines so small you think 
you could pick one up. 
They do real 
stuff 50 and IOO feet off the ground 
judging the distance by feet and not 
by meters or yards. 
Some of them 
can make your hair stand up on the 
end. 
I went up with a Frenchman 
who had been on the front for 
28 
months. 
I don’t think we ever got 
higher than 300 feet hue he did some 
real flying and when you are close 
to the ground you get some sensation 
out of it and realize you have “ some 
speed.”

At a great rest camp in England 
where thousands of American troops 
are sent after landing to rest for six 
or seven days before going 
on 
to 
France, a man, who back home is a 
Presbyterian minister, may be heard 
urging Roman Catholic soldiers 
to 
make their confessions and go to mas''. 
More than that he arranges for the 
priest to visit the camp, turns his of­ 
fice over for a confessional and pre­ 
pares the hut for mass at 9:30 on 
Sunday morning. 
This man is Rev. G. William Rus­ 
sell, who was assistant pastor of Beth­ 
lehem Presbyterian church, Philadel­ 
phia. 
Here is a typical example of 
how’ he looks after the spiritual wel­ 
fare of the Roman Catholics. It took 
place on a Friday evening. 
“How many of you are Roman Cath- 
oh>s?” he asked of a crowd of sol­ 
diers gathered in a “ Y” hut. 
More 
than half of them raised their hands. 
“ Men, I have arranged for Father 
Gile, an English chaplain, to come to­ 
morrow’ night to receive your confes­ 
sions. He will use my office. He will 
celebrate mass on Sunday morning at 
9:30 in this hut. 
W’on’t you come? 
I am a Protestant but you men have 
just escaped the perils of the subma­ 
rine. 
Attend mass and then write 
home to your mothers or wives 
or 
sw’eethearts that one of 
the 
first 
things you did upon landing was to 
make your confession, attend mass 
and thank God for your safety. 
We 
have a Roman Catholic secretary here. 
lf any of you want to meet him you 
may do so by asking for him.” 
Nearly every man attended 
mass 
and many called on Rev. Russell 
to 
thank him for giving them the op­ 
portunity to do so,

utilization o f this lig nite ha.H been in­ 
differently discu.ssed 
in the state, 
so m e effo rts have been made to g et 
it into merchantable shape and quite 
a few small factories employ it m 
making steam for their plans. 
Its 
wider use has been attempted but usu­ 
ally by men who failed to con.suH the 
scientists and hence with but 
half 
knowledg e o f the rather intricate and 
considerably unknown subject. 
Lig ­ 
nite, as far as Tex a.s is concerned, not- 
with.standing its vast quantities, has 
been a rather neg lected subject. 
Recently there was introduced a bill 
In both the senate and hou.se o f con­ 
g ress for the appropriation o f $100,- 
000 for the e.stabli.shment o f a prac­ 
tical plant for ex perimenting with lig ­ 
nite and the development o f its passi- 
bilities on a commercial basis. 
This 
factory would handle 100 to 125 tons 
o f raw lig nite a day and its location 
would depend upon prox imity to the 
deposits and the facilities o f g etting 
to market with the products flcnved 
from the lig nite. One of the products 
o f the lig nite is g as, 10,000 cubic feet 
to the ton, 6000 o f which are used m 
the plant and there being 4000 sur­ 
plus for domestic or manufacturing 
purposes outside. 
For ex ample, 
if 
such a plant should be established 
near Bryan and consume 100 tons of 
lig nite a day, there would be g as, very 
cheap g as, for all purposes, heating , 
lig hting , cooking and steam and pow­ 
er purposes, to the amount o f 400,000 
cubic feet per day. 
That would be 
sufficient to supply the city and g ive 
a big surplus for our neig hbors. 
S. M. Darling , fuel eng ineer o f the 
bureau o f mines, was here this week 
incidental to a survey of the state’s 
supply o f lig nite and the commercial 
possibilities for the lig nite 
by-pro­ 
ducts. 
Mr. Darling appeared in J une 
before the house sub-committee 
on 
mines relative to thi.s bill, and there 
stated some of the thing s 
possible 
from the use of lig nite. 
Besides the 
g as there is produced coal tar and 
from coal tar we g et many o f our 
dyes, sulphate o f ammonia, carboline- 
um which is something like creosote 
and is used for the same purposes, 
benzol, which is a near relative of 
g asoline and briquettes, 
to 
make 
which there must be a binder and that 
is easily obtainable from the oil field.s 
o f Tex as. 
Mr. Darling al.so 
stated 
that some o f the Tex as and Arkansas 
lig nites are hig h in oils, the presence 
and ex tent of which would be another 
thing tested out in this plant. 
The plant contemplated in the bill 
is in reality an ex periment 
station 
limited to handling lig nite and the 
results o f its ex periments would be 
available to private capitalists 
who 
mig ht want to eng ag e in the industry 
on a larg er scale. 
One possibility of 
the development o f the use o f lig nite 
in this state is the establishment of 
power plants at the mines and-the 
distribution 
o f 
electric 
energ y 
at 
cheap rates over such territory 
as 
each could with ecenomy cover. 
As one third o f the estimated coal 
supply o f the country, a trillion tons, 
is in lig nite, and as the lig nite de- 
po.sits are confined mostly to Tex as 
and South Dakota one may g et some 
idea o f this fuel, now much neg lected 
but which cong ress, partly as a war 
measure, is seeking to develop for 
Tex as.

Aa is well known to geologists and 
everybody else who has taken a scin­ 
tilla o f interest in the subject, Texas 
is wonderfully supplied with lignite. 
It is here in vast quantities. 
Brazos 
county has large deposits of it. 
J he 
utilization of this lignite has been in­ 
differently discussed 
in the stat**, 
aome efforts have been made to get 
it into merchantable shape and quite 
a few small factories employ it in 
making steam for their plans. 
Its 
wider use has been attempted but usu­ 
ally by men who failed to consult the 
scientists and hence with but 
half 
knowledge of the rather intricate and 
considerably unknown subject. 
Lig­ 
nite, as far as Tex a is concerned, not­ 
withstanding its vast quantities, has 
been a rather neglected subject. 
Recently there was introduced a bill 
|n both the senate and house of con­ 
gress for the appropriation of $100,- 
000 for the establishment of a prac­ 
tical plant for experimenting with lig­ 
nite and the development of its p o ta ­ 
bilities on a commercial basis. 
I his 
factory would handle IOO to 125 tons 
of raw lignite a day and its location 
would depend upon proximity to the 
deposits and the facilities of getting 
to market with the products derived 
from the lignite. One of the products 
of the lignite is gas, 10,000 cubic feet 
to the ton, 6000 of which are used in 
the plant and there being 4000 sur­ 
plus for domestic or manufacturing 
purposes outside. 
For example, 
if 
such a plant should be established 
near Bryan and consume IOO tons of 
lignite a day, there would be gas, very 
cheap gas, for all purposes, heating, 
lighting, cooking and steam and pow­ 
er purposes, to the amount of 400,000 
cubic feet per day. 
That would be 
sufficient to supply the city and give 
a big surplus for our neighbors. 
S. M. Darling, fuel engineer of the 
bureau of mines, was here this week 
incidental to a survey of the state s 
supply of lignite and the commercial 
possibilities for the lignite 
by-pro­ 
ducts. 
Mr. Darling appeared in June 
before the house sub-committee 
on 
mines relative to this bill, and there 
stated some of the things 
possible 
from the use of lignite. 
Besides the 
gas there is produced coal tar and 
from coal tar we get many of our 
dyes, sulphate of ammonia, carboline- 
um which is something like creosote 
and is used for the same purposes, 
benzol, which is a near relative of 
gasoline and briquettes, 
to 
make 
which there must be a binder and that 
is easily obtainable from the oil fields 
of Texas. 
Mr. Darling also 
stated 
that some of the Texas and Arkansas 
lignites are high in oils, the presence 
and extent of which would be another 
thing tested out in this plant. 
The plant contemplated in the bill 
is in reality an experiment 
station 
limited to handling lignite and the 
results of its experiments would be 
available to private capitalists 
who 
might want to engage in the industry 
on a larger scale. 
One possibility of 
the development of the use of lignite 
in this state is the establishment of 
power plants at the mines and-tin- 
distribution 
of 
electric 
energy 
at 
cheap rates over such territory 
as 
each could with economy cover. 
As one third of the estimated coal 
supply of the country, a trillion tons, 
is in lignite, and as the lignite de­ 
posits are confined mostly to Texas 
and South Dakota one may get some 
idea of this fuel, now much neglected 
but which congress, partly as a war 
measure, is seeking to develop for 
Texas.
